Three Lomita councilmen, named last week
in a recall action, yesterday branded charges that
they held closed meetings in violation of state law
as “utterly ridiculous.” In a joint statement,
Mayor Joe Haslam and Councilmen Ray Ferrin
and Meadd Gardiner said the charges “are child-
ish, absurd, and indicate a complete lack of under-
standing of the requirements of the law and the
mechanics of city government.”
